This question was qualified because Subject stated 
duribc pre-polygraph interview that in lpiiQ-19iil, he 
was a newber of the editorial staff of the Ceramist 
professional organisation, Professional Students 
Organisation for the Acadesy of Agriculture. Subject 
stated that he was in the cultural and propaganda 
activities section in Iatvla and that he edited 
pro*Conmnnist posters. Subject stated that he 
participated in these Coara-.-nlst activities because 
they provided a good cover for his anti-Soviet 
activities, and he was told to do so by hie 
superior, Janls G RESTS (NR 1RD).

The above three questions were qualified because 
during pre-polygraph interview. Subject stated that 
from October 191:1 to March 191:3, he worked for the 
Latvian Card Index, which was supported by the German 
SD. Subject stated that the Oarmans paid the 
salaries but that this was not a part of the German 
SD. He further stated that his duties were investigations 
and reporting. Subject stated that at the time he 
was actually working against the Germans while working 
for them. 

In the spring of 191:2, Subject stated that he penetrated 
the secret files of the German SD and had access to 
them for approximately 3 mohths. He reported information 
obtained from the files to his immediate superior in 
the Latvian Card Index. Subject asked for a transfer 
because he thought his position was becoming too risty* 

Subject stated that in 19U0 and 191:1, he belonged to 
the anti -Soviet underground group in Latvia and was 
engaged in collecting information about the enemy and 
distributing leaflets. 
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At the same time Subject stated that in 19lUi-l9U5 he 
was a member of the Headquarters of the Anti -Bole hevilc 
Partisans, an anti-Soviet organization first located 
in Riga and then in Kuldiga, Latvia, Subject stated 
that he was one of the organizers of this group which 
was supported by the German Abwehr, and because the 
Germans were withdrawing during this period they more 
or less had a free hand in their activities. Subject 
became the Deputy Chief of the Political Division, 

After April of 19U5 this group became known as the 
Latvian National Partisan Organization, On 30 October 
19U5, Subject 3tated that he escaped to Sweden and 
attempted to carry on the organization* s business there 
without success. 

In Sweden, Subject was in the SC group ( the coamnmications 
center or Scandinavian center) from 19l*7 or 19U8 until 
August of 1952, Subject stated that he contacted 
foreign intelligence services in order to arrange 
support for Partisan underground members in Latvia, 

Subject stated that he contacted, during this period, 
the British and Danish Intelligence Services, In I9a9 
Subject was recruited by the Swedish Army Intelligence 
for a secret mission and received some intelligence 
training from them. Suoject stated that he did not 
go on this secret mission and his last contact with 
them was in April of 1950, 

Subject stated that around February of 19f>0 the British 
proposed that the SC group should work for the British 
Intelligence. This proposal was rejected because the 
group wanted to search for assistance everywhere and 
remain free in their activities. Subject stated that 
he did cooperate with the British in passing messages 
to Latvia and actually sold them a document with a 
signal plan of the National Underground Qroup in Latvia, 
called the Waldermars, Subject stated that during this 
period he was actually a raonber of the SC group and 
the British reimbursed him on two occasions for travelling 
expenses incurred while cooperating with them. 

Subject stated that in June or July of 1950, Officers 
of the Danish Intelligence proposed that Subject work 
for them. Subject stated that initially he agreed 
to go through their training ia order to go to Latvia 
in the next year. This training should have commenced 
around October of 1950, but Subject withdrew hie offer 
in September of 1950. Subject stated that he had 
contacted these Danish officers on approximately two 
or three ocoasions during this e maser.

Elmars SKOBfi as residing in Toronto, Canada and having 
formerly worked for the British Intelligence.

Subject stated that there 
is almost no contact now. 

Janis LUKINS (NR IKD) was discrib$d as a close friend 
and correspondent of Subject, who is working for the 
Pan American Airways in Stockholm, Sweden. Subject 
stated that he maybe working for the Swedish Intelligence 
or the American Intelligence.
